Vienna, Feb. 2—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The post-mortem medical 
report in the case of Crown Prince Rudolph 
sets at rest the rumorsof murder. The 
public is less agitated, the theory of brain 
disease being generally accepted. The 
court surgeons, in their official report on 
the death of Crown Prince Rudolph say 
they found a peculiar flattening of the 
skull internally and depression of the 
cerebral folds, and an enlargement of 
the ventricles of the brain. These ab- 
normal conditions, the surgeons say, justify 
the belief that the Crown Prince was 
insane. 

A few persons were permitted to see the 
remains today. The coffin is covered with 


ber | black, white and gold cloth. The body is 


dressed in the uniform of a General. 
Palms are grouped around the head of the 
coffin. The King and Queen of Belgium 
and Prince Baldwin arrived tonight. The 
public was excluded from the station. 
The Emperor gave an audience this 
morning to Archduke Franz. The inter- 
view is understood to have been in relation 
to the succession. 
The body of Rudolph will lie in state in 
the private chapel of Hofburg from Monday 
morning until Tuesday noon, when it will 
taken to the Capuchin Church in 
Neuemafket. Priests pray alternately by 
the side of the body. 

The official Gazette confirms the state- 
meat that the funeral of the Crown Prince 
will be simple, and that the services will 
occupy only one hour, The only members 
of any foreign royal family who will ve 
present are the King and Queen of Bei- 
cium. Emperor Francis Josepn appears to 
have aged 20 years since the tragic event. 
When Prince Philip of Coburg and Lo- 
schek, the valet, returned to the room in 
which the body lay after Count Hoyos had 
left fot Vienna to announce the death of 
the Prince to the Emperor, they found that 
the burnin cand'e had set fire to the cuff 
on Kudolph’s right wrist.

But the world at 
large does pot take such view of the 
matter. A thoughtful and intelligent 
public says, We like honest, fearless 
and courageous journalism. We 
like a paper that is not afraid 
say a thing is wrong when 
it thinks so, no matter if other people 
think it is right. We like a paper 
which bas convictions of its own, and 
that does not fear to stand by them, 
whatever opposes. Principle, and not 
policy, is what wins in the end in the 
journalism of today. It is not whining 
cant or dishonest pretension which are 
the victors. It is not the mountebank. 
who preaches honesty and practices 
fraud, who can look to a discerning 
public for support. The public is not 
misled by honeyed phrases and cheap 
pretense, and it is satisfied with 
nothing less than honesty, consistency 
and courage in journalistic effort.

These implied insinuations against 
the Rev. Sam Jones by the Southern 
California Christian Advocate are con- 
temptible, to say the least. Its low 
inuendoes and misrepresentations of 
the evangelist and his methods will, 
like the boomerang, return upon its 
own head. People who love God and 
humanity (including the Rev. Peter 
Cartwright and like men of his kind) 
and hate the devil and his lieutenants, 
should let this pretentious and cen-

Mutual Fire Insurance. 


The heaviness of the charges made 
by fire-insurance companies in this 
State has led toa project for the estab- 
lishment of mutual companies, and a 
bill has been introduced in the Legis- 
lature to authorize the organization of 
such companies. 

In many of the Eastern States 
mutual insurance has been successfully 
carried out for many years. It is true 
that many companies have failed, but 
this is in almost every case attributable 
to bad management. Inexperienced 
men at the head took doubtful risks. 
In other cases there was not sufficient 
capital. 

In Massachusetts there is at present 
great competition between the stock 
and mutual companies. The so-called 
dwelling-house mutuals having been 
very successful, have now begun to 
take mercantile risks. These mutual 
companies do not cut rates, but they 
pay back a large dividend at the expi- 
ration of the policy, amounting fre- 
quently to 20 per cent. on annual risks, 
50 per cent. on three-year policies, and 
75 per cent. on the five-year business. 
The companies which are able to do 
this have, however, a considerable sur- 
plus from the undivided profits of 
former years. 

There is no reason why mutual fire 
insurance should not be made a suc- 
cess in this State. All that is needed 
is sufficient capital and careful, expe- 
rienced management.

The Navy’s Needs Considered 


in the House. 


How Politics and Shipbuilding Re- 
fuse to Affiliate. 


The Naval Appropriation Bill Finally 
Passed.

WASHINGTON (D. C.), Feb. 2.—[By the 
Associated Press.] House.—On motion of 
Mr. Springer, the House insisted on its 
amendment to the Senate bill for the ad- 
mission of South Dakota.

It 
had been made humiliatungly aware of its 
inferiority as a naval power, to the least of 
the naval powers of Europe. The rights of 
American citizens had been disregarded by 
foreign nations. So far as the Samvan 
question was concerned, the first thing 
which Congress should do w.s to ascertal 
all the facts. If American citizens Jad 
been outraged, if American property had 
been injured, if any American right had 
been infringed, then it was the duty of this 
Government, in the name of our people. 
resoluteiy and calmy, but stubbornly, to 
assert that right, resurrect the privileges 
taken from us, even if we do it at the 
cannon’s mouth. He regretted that Prince 
Bismarck had seen fit to follow the ne- 
farious colonizing policy of other European 
nations. That was to encourage strife 
among the people of

OKLAHOMA TERRITORY. 

An important proviso of the Oklahoma 
Bill passed by the House yesterday is one 
reciting that nothing in the act organizing 
the Territory shall be construed to author- 
ize any person to enter u or occupy any 
land in the Cherokee outlet and Oklahom« 
proper for settlement or otherwise until 
after the Indian tribes and commissioners 
provided for in the bill have concluded an 
agreement to that effect. After the agree- 
ment has been wade it shall be laid before 
the President, who is authorized and re- 
quired to issue his proclamatiou deciarin 
such relinquished lands open to settiemen 
and to fix a time from and after which such 
lands may be taken. It is provided that 
any person who may enter upon any part 
of the land contrary to these provisions and 
prior to the time fixed by the President’s 
proclamation, shall not permitted to 
make entry upon any lands or lay any 
claim thereto in the Territory. 

The Legislative Apprupriation Bill as 
completed by the Senate committee in- 
creases the Salary of the President’s pri- 
vate Secretary from $8250 to $5000.

An Indiana Oounty Clerk Who 
Robbed very One. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 2.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The flight of County Clerk 
John E. Sullivan continues the upp#most 
theme. As the investigation of his affairs 
progresses astonishing revelations of his 
crookedness are brought to the surface. 
Enough has already been turned up to 
stamp him as the most consu.nmate rascal of 
the day. He robbed everybody, including 
his wife, his bosom friends and their 
friends, his political associates, orphans, 
widows, corporations, the county and the 
people, right and left. The frauds that 
have come to light have already aggre- 
ated in amount over one hundred thousand 
dollars. The trust funds charged to his 
hands are acknowledged to have amounted 
in the beginning of this week to $65,000, 
Since then of county money there has been 
paid into his hands pearly Probably 
about $15,000 of these moneys was applied 
to legitimate porpeses. The balance was 
stolen. Every turn finds some new creditor, 
and it is evident that the losses are not yes 
nearly all reported. Suits without number 
are bog nstituted against Suliivan’s 
bondsmen. The Board of County Com- 
missioners met this afternoon and ap- 
pointed John R. Wilson, a well-known at- 
torney, to fill out Sullivan’s unexpired time. 

At midnight the investigation into Sulli- 
van’s crooked transactions shows a total de- 
faication and theft of over $116,000, with 
more returns to hear from.
